SUBJECT: Unknown Subjects; Possible Violations of Title 16, P.S.C. 


In order to assist us in determining whether prosecutable 


violations of Federal law have occurred the Bureau is requested 
to conduct the following investigations: 
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(1) In connection with the investigation being carried out 
by you under the title Donald Henry Segretti—Election Laws, 

B*. J, McQuaid, editor-in-chief of the Manchester Union Leader 
should be contacted and asked to give us the original of the 
"Canuck" letter which was sent to that newspaper, in February, 

1972. The letter charged Senator Muskie with use of the term 
"Canuck" as a racial slur aimed at Americans of French-Canadian 
descent. William Loeb is the publisher of this newspaper. 

(2) An investigation should be begun on reports that a 
letter on Humphrey stationery charging Shirley Chisholm with 
sexual misconduct was distributed during the campaign. This 
matter was originally referred to us by Carl Eardley of the 
Bureau. 
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(3) In connection with the interview conducted by Bureau
